The Irish Language in Ireland. 
From the Saturday Review.) 

Early in the present century the 
Irish language was spoken more or le-s 
in every county throughout Ireland. 
It is estimated that about 1 
of the gross ulation, or about 1. 
000,000 peuple, poke English exclu- 
sively, while probably an equal or 
somewhat greater number knew Irish 
only. Ia the intervening petiod down 
to the present time, a great change has 
taken place, as is conclusively shorn 
in the censuses of 1861 and 1871. In 
all Ireland now, ohly about 162,400, or 
one in six of the gross population, 
still know no other tongue than Irish. 
When Charleton first issued his Traits 
and Stories of the Irish Peasavtry,” 
his narrative contained a large num- 
ber of Irish werds, which io subse- 
quent editions he feund it necessary 
to remove, as they were no longer un- 
derstood, and Dr. Hume tells us that 
even iv their modified form, there are 
hundreds, probably thousands, in Dub- 
lin who cannot enjoy Charleton's 
stories.

The man who dares 
to betray the people. who dares to 
break the very promises which he 
made the oftenest and the strongest, 
will arouse a feeling of indignation 
before which the strongest might bew. 
It will follow him, though he made a 
million. It will lie down with him at 
night and visit him in his dreams. It 
will never give him a moment's peace 
to his dying day. He will see the 
state of Nevada fall into the hands of 
political plunderers at a time, perhaps, 
when it holds the balance of power in 
the general government, and he will 
say with bitter serrow, “Beheld the 
work of my hand. He will see men 
turn this way and that, drifting about, 
not knowiég where to pin their faith. 
He will hear them say, If we could 
not trust John H. Kiokead, for God's 
sake in whom can be believe?” He 
will see ex-Governor Bradley grow 
peacefully old, resting in the serene 
satisfaction of duty done and the ap- 
preval of his people, while his own 
brow fills with premature wrinkles 
and his hair turns white. cannot 
conceive of the picture. We cannot 
believe the often repeated assertion 
that the bill will be approved. The 
inducements could not be made suff- 
cient te make the man forfeit his 
honor, and that his judgement has 
been. changsd by any of the childish 
arguments of the friends of the bill, 
we shall never believe. Only a day 
or two remains in which to doubt, and 
we wait in the deepest solieitude for 
the resulh ©.
